U.S. agrees to reduce 
Gl forces on Taiwan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A major 
step has been taken by the United 
States and China to complete “ norma­ 
lization” of their relations, with dis­ 
closure today that Peking had aban­ 
doned some of its previous demands 
and 
that Washington 
responded 
by 
agreeing to a m ajor reduction of forces 
on Taiwan. 
That was the immediate assessment 
here by students of Sino-American af­ 
fairs after carefully comparing 
the 
communique based on Henry A. Kissi­ 
nger's new trip to Peking and the com­ 
munique 
issued 
in 
Shanghai 
after 
President Nixon’s February, 1972, vis­ 
it. 
In today’s joint statement the Chi­ 
nese said “ normalization of relations 
between China and the United States 
can be realized only on the basis of 
c onfirming the principle of one China. ” 
In the communique sentence jusi 
preceding that, the United States of­ 
fered such confirmation, saying it ack­ 
nowledged that there was “but one 
China and Taiwan is part of China.” 
The United States backed up its 
statem ent by a separate announcement 
in Taipei that it was beginning at once 
to withdraw 3,000 of the remaining 8,- 
00) American airmen in Taiwan. 
Peking obviously took this as evi­ 


dence of good faith. It did not publicly 
restate its previous, more rigid de­ 
mands. 
In fact, Sino-American experts here 
pointed out that the new communique 
took the generalities of the Shanghai 
document and converted them into evi­ 
dence that both sides have been acting 
in good faith. 
Thus, the establishment of full dipl­ 
omatic relations to replace the present 
liaison offices now appears simply a 
m atter of time —with no apparent 
sticking point on principle. 
The Chinese statem ent was far less 
demanding as to what must be done 
about Taiwan before normalization of 
relations can be achieved. 
In the 1972 communique, the Chinese 
price was much higher. It called for 
withdrawal of all U. S. forces and dis­ 
mantling of bases on Taiwan and re­ 
jected any right of the United States to 
interfere in ‘‘China’s internal affairs” 
—meaning the status of Taiwan. 
While Peking did not call for total 
troop withdrawal nor removal of all 
airbuses in the new statem ent, this un­ 
doubtedly was promised privately by 
Kissinger, since it was announced pub­ 
licly in Shanghai more than a year ago 
as the “ultimate objective” of the 
United States.

Mark wore a scarlet and gold tunic 
with blue velvet collar and cuffs, light 
blue trousers with a white stripe down 
each leg, boots, spurs and a sword.

Four acts of arson —prior to 
the Madison fire — cast us $92,000. 
These figures, Robertson said, do not 
include insurance costs, theft and bur­ 
glaries.

UCLA School of Public Health, said 
Tuesday he supervised a research pro 
ject covering 7,000 residents of Ala­

them for more than five years. 
They were surveyed for compliance 
with seven simple, old hat health pre­ 
cautions: Eight hours sleep a night, 
breakfast every morning, no between- 
meal snacking, no smoking, moderate 
alcohol consumption, moderate exer­ 
cise and weight control. 
BresloW said that the survey showed 
that; 
—Men in their 50s \.ho follow at 
least six of the seven preenn'icr.s are 
usually in as good physical’ shape as 


men in their 30s who follow three or 
less. 
—A man between 45 and 54 who ig­ 
nored most or all of the health prac­ 
tices runs the same iiklihood of dying 
as those 65 to 74 who followed the old 
precepts. 
—The mortality rate during the sur­ 
vey, tor those who followed the precau­ 
tions and were under 45, was zero; for 
those in the same age bracket who 
practiced three or less, it was 2 per 
cent. For those 45 to 54, the difference 
was 4 per cent and 7 per cent, for 
those 55 to 64 it was 9 per cent 3nd 31 
per cent, for those 65 to 74 it was a 
dram atic 18 per cent against 42 per 
cent. For those over 75, the mortality 
ra tt for the clean livers was 41 per 
cent and for the others. 75 per cent. 
“ It now appears that within certain 
b ological limits, each individual can 
¡’ete mine his own 
risk of death. 
Breslow said. “ Individual responsibility 
is highly important.” 


GOP confronts Nixon 
over Watergate scandal 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — Seventy-five 


Republican 
congressmen 
questioned 


President Nixon today, to his face, 


about his handling of the Watergte 
scandal. At a sim ilar session for some 
GOP senators Tuesday, Sen. Edward 
W. Brooke, R-Mass., told Nixon he 
should resign. 
The breakfast meeting in the White 
House State Dining Room foi 
House 
members —first of three such meet­ 
ings so all 179 GOP congressmen will 
have a first-hand chance to question 
him —was part of the President's new 
plan to meet “head-on” criticism over 
Watergate. 
The first of the meetings to include 
all Republican members of Congress, 
as well as some Democrats, took place 
Tuesday night with 15 senators and 
Brooke said afterward he repeated to 
Nixon personally what he had said be­ 
fore —that he should resign in the na­ 
tional interest. 
Brooke said the President was “ very 
gracious” in rejecting the advice. “ He 
said he understood my statement was 
not made with malice ...but he said 
that would be an easy way out, and he 
was not going to take it.” 
The Brooke rem ark to Nixon appar­ 
ently was one of the major points of 
what participants almost unanimously 
described as an extremely blunt, tough 
session. It lasted two hours, 15 min­ 
utes. 


Women drug addicts will be housed in vacant Chino prison

nts of a vacant penal institution 
ed behind the California

crity facility here, 
r the past several months, work- 
tiad been preparing the $8 million 
plex, built in 1970, to accommodate 
spillover” of inmates from the re- 
ion-guidance center at the nearby 
fomia Institution for Men. 
ate officials, however, announced 
sday the small prison would house 
e female drug addicts now con­ 


fined at the California Institution for 
Women. 
These women, sent to CIW under ci­ 
vil 
commitments, 
are 
expected 
to 
move next January. The transfers will 
also include 25 women convicted of 
felony crimes who have special secur­ 
ity needs. 
This will mark the third move within 
the past several years for the female 
drug addiction program. It was located 
at the California Rehabilitation Center 
near Norco, later moved to Patton 
State Hospital, then to CIW last March. 
Only 235 women are now committed 
to CIW under the program. The new 


facility, to be named California Institu­ 
tion for Women, Chino branch, has 
room for 400 persons. 
The Chino complex will be directed 
by Supt. Virginia Carlson, who will 
continue to administer 
the 
present 
nearby CIW. It will have 135 staff 
members. 
The female addicts have been kept in 
separated 
living 
quarters 
while 
at 
CIW. They have mingled with other 
residents in controlled movements such 
as classrooms, dining rooms and spe­ 
cial programs. 
Expansion into the new complex has 
become necessary because of popula­ 


tion pressures, said Miss Carlson. The 
prison population has grown from 555 
last July to 705 now. 
This has partly resulted from the 
conservative 
stance 
by 
the 
parole 
board which has given the inmates ad­ 
ditional term s, she cited. 
To handle the increased population, 
mobile homes had been ordered. These 
have now been canceled, since other 
residents 
can 
occupy 
the 
quarters 
where the female addicts now reside. 
The prison complex, where a series 
of buildings form the outside perime­ 
ter, was originally built as a guidance 
and reception center for juvenile otfen- 


ders in Southern California. 
This planned use was dropped, how­ 
ever, because of a subsequent decline 
in the population of young criminals. 
The facility remained vacant for sev­ 
eral years while officials discussed a 
variety of possible uses, including a 
medical facility for the criminally in- 
t une, a vocational school for youths not 
committed to a prison, and a maxi­ 
mum security prison to replace San 
Quentin. 
State officials then decided last April 
the complex would be converted to

Singapore fuel

Gold speculation 


LONDON (UPI) — The value of gold 
fell dramatically on the big London 
bullion market today, wiping out mil­ 
lions of dollars invested by speculators 
in the biggest decline in prices since 
the introduction of the two-tier gold 
system five years ago. 
As gold sagged the dollar surged 
ahead in early trading. 
The market, responding to the an­ 
nouncement that the United States and 
six European countries have now jun­ 
ked this system , initially devalued the 


metal by $7.25 an ounce, but prices 
recovered part of the loss as the day 
progressed. 
By midmorning, gold w as officially 
fixed at $90.S5, down $5.90 from Tues­ 
day's closing but improved over an 
opening price of $89.50. 
Dealers 
attributed 
the 
decline 
to 
fears that the seven countries releasing 
their gold reserves from the two-tier 
system will now start selling gold on 
the free market. 
If the United States participated in 


such a move with its big gold reserves, 


the price would be driven down even 
further, they said. 


Under the two-tier system, national 
governments 
bought 
and 
sold 
gold 
among themselves at the official U.S. 
price of $42 an ounce while prices were 
freed on the open market, allowing the 
metal to seek its value on the basis of 
supply and demand. 


The system sparked a boom in gold 
that sent prices spiralling around the 


world as speculators moved into the 
market. 
This boom 
peaked 
out with gold 
prices hitting $127 an ounce for one 
day last summer before tapering off to 
the $100 an ounce range. 
Dealers said 
today’s dron in the 
price of gold w as the biggest since the 
two-tier system cam e in.

SAN DIMAS — Close to 200 persons 
crowded into City Council chambers 
Tuesday night as planning commissio­ 
ners approved three of the 11 sections 
of the general plan at a 41,i-hour ses­ 
sion. 
It was the largest crowd to attend a 
recent meeting at city hall and was 
attributed to efforts by the city staff to 
make each resident aware of the pub­ 
lic hearings. Letters were sent to each 
property owner. 
Hearings will continue tonight at 7 
when the commission tackles the land 
use elem ent of the plan, the most con­ 
troversial section in the 231-Dage docu­ 


ment. 
Commissioners approved the public 
seism ic safety elem ent, the recreation 
elem ent and community design ele­ 
ment but held the noise element over 
for more study. It was determined that 
the noise element map should include 
noise factors resulting from heavy traf­ 
fic on Kellogg Hill in the Via Verde 
area. 
A good two hours of the meeting was 
spent on the presentation and testimo­ 
ny on the seism ic element which in­ 
cluded slide problems in the Via Verde 
area and earthquake fault areas in the 


city. 
General plan consultant Eo Heath 
explained 
that 
there 
are 
11 
earth­ 
quake faults running through the city. 
The most active is the Sierra Madre 
Fault located in the northern toothtll 
area of the city. 
He recommends that residential use 
in this area be limited to only one-half 
unit per acre, the lowest density in the 
general plan. 
Regarding the Via Verde area. Heath 
«aid this area is designated as a “red 
flag area” and one that should be ap­ 
proached with caution when developing 
because of the earth slide potential. 
Four 
conmrrmffe 
representing 
the 
Via Verde developer spoke at the hear­ 
ing and this brought p rotest from Phi! 
Wax, a resident who said the company 
had too many spokesmen at the hear 
in". 
The Vinnell-Pauley consultants said 


they were in general agreement with 
the general plan. 
Wax told the commission that Via 
Verde had had extensive slide damage 
after the heavy rains three years ago 
that cracked swimming pools and in 
ore case split a house into five sec­ 
tions.

Mr«. Tess Wright later identified her­ 
self as the owner of the house, but said 
that Charles Lee, vice president of Vin­ 
nell-Pauley. had done everything po>- 
sible to repair the structure.

By MIKF FEINSILBER 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — You were 
given an A, B or C sticker to display 
in the right hand eom er of your win­ 
dshield, depending upon your need for 
gasoline. 
Naturally 
enough, 
no 
redblooded 
American wanted to admit his driving 
was 
so 
pleasure-motivated 
that 
he 
rated only an A. So anyone who could 
come up with any excuse at all trooped 
down to convince his local OPA offi­ 
cials that he warranted a B or C. Soon 
nearly half of the nation’s 30 million 


auto owners had wangled a B or C. 
That was gasoline rationing back m 
World War II, as recalled by Richard 
R. Lingeman in his 1970 book, “ Don’t 
You Know There’s a War On?” 
An A coupon entitled a driver to four 
gallons of gas a week, enough the gov­ 
ernment figured, for 60 miles of driv­ 
ing. Later this was reduced to an allot­ 
ment of three gallons and for a bleak 
period of 1943 to only two gallons. 
War workers who drove in car pools 
were given B stickers and persons with 
war-essential jobs, like doctors or far­ 


m ers, goi C stickers. Truckers got T 
stickers and unlimited mileage. Clergy­ 
men 
and 
policemen 
won 
unlimited 
gasoline with X stickers. When coupons 
were first issued more than 200 mem­ 
bers of Congress unashamedly asked 
for—and were issued—X stickers. 
Rationing started in 17 eastern states 
m May, 1942 because German subma­ 
rines were sinking the tankers which 
normally supplied the East Coast. The 
pipelines from Texas had not yet been 


built. 
On Dec. I, 1942, rationing was made 


nationwide. 
Some 
people, 
Lingeman 
wrote, considered it “ an exercise in of­ 
ficial sadomasochism whose only pur­ 
pose was to instill In the American 
people a proper mood of wartime self- 
abnegation.” 
To conserve gasoline and war-scar­ 
ce ned rubber, the government imposed 
a nationwide speed limit of 35 m iles an 
hour. 
Worst* yet, it banned pleasure driv­ 
ing altogether. Even the fellow with his 
A sucker was supposed to devote his 
paltry ration to such driving as “neces­ 


sary” shopping or trips to church, fu­ 
nerals, doctors, jobs. 
The ban on pleasure driving was lif­ 
ted in September, 1943, but not before 
agents of the Office of Price Admin­ 
istration (OPA), which administered 
gas rationing, had lifted the coupon 
books of motorists whose cars were 
spotted at racetracks or stadiums or 
parked outside night clubs. 
Crime saw the opportunity in all this. 
Counterfeit rationing coupons sold for 
as much as 50 cents each. In Washing­ 
ton, coupons worth 20 million gallons 


were stolen from a government ware­ 
house. The government estimated that 
between one million gallons of gasoline 
a week and 2.5 million a day were sold 
illegally. Fifteen per cent of all C cou­ 
pons in circulation were said to be 
fakes. 
There were salutary effects, too. The 
highway death toll plummeted. People 
rediscovered walking and bicycling— 
although bicycles were sold only to 
those who could produce a “certificate 
of necessity” and the shortage of hides 
led to shoe rationing.

Lower speeds and clean air standards, off-shore drilling 
State proposals to ease crisis 


SACRAMENTO 
(U Pl) 
- 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s new 
State Energy Planning Coun­ 
cil today called for reducing 
the speed limit to 50 m.p.h., 
relaxing clean air standards 
and 
resuming offshore oil 
drilling as methods to ease 
the “ energy crisis.” 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reineck, chair­ 
man of the council of Rea­ 
gan’s top advisers and cabi­ 
net member5*, announced the 
sweeping proposals at a news 
conference where he also cal­ 
led for turning off the Capitol 
dome light and curtailing all 
but necessary flights of the 
governor’s jet plane. 
“ W e 
are 
not 
playing 
games,” said Reinecke. “ This 
is not political oneupsman- 


ship. The crisis is here. It is 
real.” 
T he c o u n c i l ’ s recom­ 
mendations included these: 
Speed — The legislature 
should reduce the maximum 
speed limit in California from 
65 m.p.h. to 50 m.p.h. as soon 
as it reconvenes in January. 
Reinecke said this would con­ 
serve 450 million to 500 mil­ 
lion gallons of gas annually. 
Oil —The State Lands Com­ 
mission, of which he is a 
member, should authorize the 
resumption of offshore drill­ 
ing for oil in the Santa Bar­ 
bara channel and other coastal 
waters. The state has had an 
offshore oil drilling “ morator­ 
ium” since the Santa Barbara 
oil spill in early 1969. 
Smog —Sulfur standards for 


areas outside the smoggy Los 
Angeles, Riverside and San 
Francisco Bay Area air ba­ 
sins should be relaxed. Stan­ 
dards within these 
basins 
should be relaxed on a “ case- 
by-case basis for the wide uti­ 
lization of all fuels.” 
Pollute —The federal gov­ 
ernment and State Air Re­ 
sources Board should reduce 
requirements on motor ve­ 
hicle smog control devices so 
fuel can be conser/ed on a 
short-term basis. This would 
include postponing installation 
of smog control devices on 
1966-70 used 
cars 
starting 
jSh. 1. 
T i m e —The legislature 
should Implement year-round 
daylight saving time in Cali­ 
fornia. 


Elk Hills—Congress should 
immediately authorize oil pro­ 
duction from the Elk Hills 
Naval Reserve Kern County 
and drill more oil wetis. 
Other proposals called on 
the public to eliminate all 
“ unnecessary driving * 
for 
the state to further reduce 
thermostate settings in gov­ 
ernment buildings from 72 to 
68 degrees, and for settings to 
be increased to 78 degrees in 
summer so air conditioners 
will be used less. 
The council, appointed by 
Reagan in September to de­ 
velop a state energy con­ 
servation policy, also urged 
local governments, industry 
and citizens to cut back light­ 
ing in “ ronwork areas.” 


Reinecke tokl newsmen that 
by Jan. I California and other 
western states will be 14 pee 
cent short of Its oil needs. He 
warned if voluntary actions 
don’t work to conserve fuel, 
“mandatory** controls could 
soon follow. These woukl take 
legislative action. 
In response to a question, 
Reinecke, a Republican gu­ 
bernatorial contender, said all 
but the most necessary travel 
should be curtailed 
Reinecke personally recom­ 
mended that the lights on the 
state Capitol dome be turned 
off “for good” and that feder­ 
al Environmental Protection 
Agency regulations for no 
lead gasoline effective next 
July “be postponed until fur­ 
ther notice.”

WASHINGTON (U Pl) - The 
D e p a r t m e n t of Health 
Education and Welfare, ac­ 
ting under a federal court or­ 
der, said Tuesday it had re­ 
jected plans from nine states 
for desegregating their public 
college systems because the 
plans lacked adequate detail. 
Given 90 days to improve 
their plans were Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, North Caro­ 
lina, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania 
and Virginia. Louisiana and 
Mississippi were told to indi­ 
cate their intent to submit 
plans by Nov. 30 or face fur­ 
ther court action. 
Maryland has submitted a 
partial plan and will offer a 
full plan later, said Peter E. 
Holmes, director of HEW’s 
Office for Civil Rights. 
“ We are telling the states 
that while they are on the 
right track generally in deal­ 
ing with the issue, their sub­ 


missions made thus far still 
fall short of an acceptable 
plan,” he said. “ The main 
problem is lack of details and 
specificity m to the desegre­ 
gation impact of the action 
they proposed.” 
HEW is under court order 
to get voluntary college dese­ 
gregation plans from the 10 
states, including Maryland, 
by April 8 or to initiate legal 
action. This could involve ei­ 
ther administrative hearings 
leading to a cutoff of federal 
funds or to the filing of law­ 
suits seeking court orders for 
desegregation, Holmes said. 
He predicted court action 
rather than fund cutoffs for 
the states that fail to submit 
acceptable plans. 
In letters to governors and 
collese officials, Holmes said 
the plans should show specifi­ 
cally the anticipted results of 
desegregation 
for 
students 


and faculty; should set time 
tables; should not place a 
greater burden on white than 
on black students, and should 
assure that minorities are gi­ 
ven a voice in planning 
“ There are fears among 
b l a c k s that desegregation 
would 
lead to the 
down­ 
grading ami closing of black 
colleges and the widespread 
loss of jobs by black admin­ 
istrators and faculty,” said 
Holmes. “ The letters made 
clear that we do not feel that 
d e s e g r e g a t i o n can dis­ 
proportionately 
burden 
the 
black community.” 
Holmes said that Louisiana 
and Mississippi had submitted 
reports on what they were 
doing but maintained they 
were in compliance with the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964, on 
which the court ruling was 
based. That act bars federal 
funds for segregated schools.

My husband and I want to assume an existing home loan 
which is in a relative’s name with a San Gabriel Valley sav­ 
ings and loan association. 
The association wants to use one per cent of the unpaid loan 
balance as the charge fee for transferring the loan from one 
name to another, instead of a flat fee. 
It also reserves the right to raise the rate of interest to the 
prevailing one (which Is actually refinancing) and to charge 
the recording fee. Is all this legal?—Mrs. V.M., Ontario. 


We picked three Pomona Valley savings and loan associa­ 
tions by the “close your eyes and point” method and asked 
about their policies in loan transferrals.

We were told that the right to raise the interest rate will be 
found stated in most trust deeds and has been tested in court 
One association said its transferral charge was one per cent ot 
the balance plus $50 but it wouldn’t make the charge if the 
relative was a son or daughter. 


Could you please help me in my dealings with Atlantic-Rich- 
field? 
My bill was paid in fun on April 4. I have the canceled 
check in my possession. 
I have repeatedly written to them and have also sent a 
photostatic copy of the check to them but they ignore ail my 
correspondence. 
They have turned the matter over to a collection agency and 
are threatening my credit rating. They are billing me tor 
$37.78 when, in fact, I overpaid them by 85 cents.—Mrs. H.L..

Said Assemblyman William Lancas­ 
ter, R-49th Dist.. “ In looking at this 
thing, I have come to tfie conclusion 


that the issue was not well defined by 
either side, and. therefore, confusion 
did exist. 


“ The natural tendency of the elec­ 
torate under these circumstances is to 
vote ‘no’,” he said.

$270,000 in state funds 
Schools to seek Career Education Center 


POMONA — Pomona school board 
Tuesday night authorized the admin­ 
istration to apply for $270,000 state 
funds available to fund one Demon­ 
stration Career Education Center. 
Pomona will be competing with ev­ 
ery other school district in the state 
for the money, made available under 
recently enacted legislation. 
Pomona’s application, which has the 
endorsement of both the City Council 
and the Chamber of Commerce, will be 
hand delivered to Sacramento Friday 
by four district employes: Sidney G. 
Moses, 
assistant 
superintendent 
ot 
educational services; Gene G. Brophy, 
coordinator 
of 
secondary 
education 
programs; Jack C. Wooton, dean of in­ 
struction at Ganesha High School; and 
Mrs. Ellen C. Lepp, career guidance 
counselor at Ganesha, 
If Pomona should receive the grant, 
Mrs. 
Lepp explained, plans are to 
house the Demonstration Career Edu­ 
cation Center at Ganesha High School. 


The plan of those educators involved 
is to revam p the Ganesha library com­ 
plex which includes the library, stacks, 
audio-visuai department, lounge, office 
and workroom, and convert it for use 
by the Demonstration Career Educa­ 
tion Center. 
If it is installed, the center, built 
around a computer system, would ad­ 
minister diagnostic tests to help stu­ 
dents determine abilities, attitudes and 
interests. 
It 
would 
acquaint 
students 
with 
educational and occupational option^ 
available. It would provide tutoring in 
subject m atter areas and study skills. 
Counseling would be available and 
references would be made to agencies 
more appropriate to assist. 
The center would help place indivi­ 
duals in jobs, in post-secondary trades, 
in technical or business programs or 
into two-or four-year colleges. 
It would provide access to a compu­ 
ter 
vocational 
informational 
system 


that would retrieve career information. 
The $270,000 grant would fund the 
center over a two-year period. 
Following adoption by City Council ot

POMONA — Within three or tour 
months the board of directors of the 
Southern California Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict will have developed a specific 
proposal for a mass rapid transit sys­ 
tem for Los Angeles County to present 
to the voters in the form of a referen­ 
dum next November. 
So stated Lou Collier, a community 
relations representative for RTD, in a 
talk Tuesday before the Rotary Club in 
the Elks Lodge. 
Collier said that there is no way of 
estimating how many private automo­ 
biles would be taken off the freeways 
as the result of a rapid transit system, 
but he did say there are about five 
million people in the county who are 
either partially or totally dependent on 
some form of public transportation. 
The cost of constructing a mass ra­ 
pid transit system for the county in the 
next 10 to 12 years will cost about $6.6 
billion and, under the referendum to be 
presented to the voters, would be fi­ 
nanced by an increase in the general 
sales tax. 
Collier said that under the proposed 
m aster plan the El Monte busway 
would be upgraded and that the rapid 


transit system might be extended all 
the way to Pomona and the San Ber­ 
nardino County line. 
In answer to a question about financ­ 
ing the project out of the fare box. Col­ 
lier said that there is no self-sustaining 
transit system in the world and that 
the Los Angeles County system, like 
the others, would require public sub­ 
sidy. Under matching funds, the feder­ 
al government might pick up one-fifth 
of the cost of construction, he said.

Congress blamed 
for energy crisis 


By Rowland Evans and Robert Novak 


WASHINGTON — An elite group of 32 businessmen invited 
to the White House la«t week for an advance peek at the new 
energy’ program also became witness to a momentary clash 
between President Nixon and his domestic counselor, Melvin 
R. Laird, which reveals much about both the administration s 
handling of the energy crisis and its general strategy. 
Laird was listing energy legislation now in the congressional 
pipeline when he was interrupted by an obviously irntated 
President. “ But there’s nothing on my desk now, is there. 
Mr. Nixon asked his counselor. The impression given the busi­ 
nessmen: while Laird was trying to solve the fuel shortage in 
close cooperation with Congress, the President wanted to 
blame Congress for causing the crisis. 
This contrast between the President and his counselor trans­ 
cends the energy crisis. But in this case, the presidential at­ 
tempt to lay blame on Congress particularly infuriates Demo­ 
cratic leaders on Capitol Hill who believe their early warnings 
about the energy crunch were ignored by the White House. In 
truth, key administration officials admit the President delayed 
until it was too late to prevent disaster. Even at this eleventh 
hour, the administration’s handling of the crisis seems tuzzy 
and uncoordinated. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson of Washington, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Interior Committee, can claim to be the leading Cas­ 
sandra. His June 13, 1972. letter to the President warning 
about U.S. dependence on Middle Eastern oil was ignored. So 
was Jackson’s Dec. 10. 1972. call for Mr. Nixon to name an 
energy czar. 
Warnings go unheeded 
One reason whv Jackson’s warnings went unheeded was that 
domestic policy chief John D. Ehrlichman then tightly con­ 
trolled decisions on energy, as on everything except toreign 
affairs. Besides being spread thin by trying to monopolize do­ 
mestic policy, Ehrlichman was busy attempting to keep from 
going down with the Watergate wreck when energy decisions 
were needed. 
When Ehrlichman finally fell last April, the dominant admin­ 
istration voice in the energy field became William Simon. 
Deputy Secretary of the Treasury. A Wall Street investment 
expert, Simon at first opposed mandatory fuel allocations but 
later was convinced by Jackson and other congressional lea­ 
ders of their necessity. 
But on June 29 Gov. John Love of Colorado was appointed 
energy czar and quickly ruled against mandatory allocations, 
delaying for weeks what Democrats in Congress long had been 
urging. Meanwhile, Simon disappeared from the energy’ pic­ 
ture along with his valuable expertise. As the crisis deepened 
last week, Simon was in Nassau attending a Time. Inc., semi-

In any event, it is too late 
now to avoid terribly painful economic consequences resulting 
trom the Arab cut-off. (“ It’s going to be wild in a few weeks," 
predicts one consultant who advises the administration.) 
Nevertheless, almost everybody concerned believes Mr. Ni­ 
xon should belatedly put somebody in charge of the crisis to at 
least minimize the economic dislocation. In business circles, 
Secretary of the Treasury George Shultz is talked about as the 
best choice. But Schultz, overburdened now as Mr. Nixon’s 
economic czar, does not want the job and probably won’t get 
it. 
Besides, the White House seems more interested in goading 
Congress. Rep. Torbert MacDonald of* Massachusetts, chair­ 
man of the House subcommittee handling energy legislation 
and a critic of the President’s energy policies, was not invited 
to last Wednesday’s briefing. MacDonald said nothing publicly 
but, in private, trumpeted his rage in unprintable language. 
Although the snub to MacDonald might well be the product of 
now familiar incompetency at the Nixon White House, it also 
coincided with Mr. Nixon’s desire for a cold war with Con­ 
gress while a fuel-short nation faces a freezing winter.

CHINO — The school board unani­ 
mously accepted the architect’s recom­ 
mendation for gas air conditioning of 
Chino schools Tuesday night, giving 
the go-ahead for a presentation to the 
state allocation board. 
In the first of two presentations by 
the district architectural firm of Car- 
michael-Kemp, 
Dick 
Kemp 
outlined 
three schemes for air conditioning ot 
Chino schools. 
Kemp 
recommended 
tentative approval of “ scheme one" 
which represented the plan most eco­ 
nomically feasible for the district, with 
the cost at $151,265 for El Rancho 
School, used as an example. 
Kemp reported that he had visited 
Sacramento about five weeks ago to 


discuss the feasibility study with a 
member of the state allocation board. 
The state body allows funds for cooling 
systems within schools agreeing to go 
on the all-year school program. 
Walnut 
Elementary 
and 
Magnolia 
Junior High schools are currently the 
pilot programs for evaluation and ex­ 
tension of the all-year school 
plan 
throughout Chino Unified School Dis­ 
trict. 
Scheme one called for removing the 
existing radiant heating floor system 
and providing new gas-fired refrigera­ 
tion-heating units. Kemp explained in 
his written report. This would involve 
changing incandescent lights to fluores­ 
cent lights in the classrooms and ad­ 
ministration building. 
Although the gas air conditioning 


would cost more initially than electric 
air conditioning, the cost of re-wiring, 
maintenance and repair of the latter 
would prove more costly in the long 
run, according to the architect. 
Gas would be utilized in all rooms 
except the multipurpose which would 
“ use forced-air heating system and 
add electric refrigeration units only 
and provide a new separate electrical 
s< rvice,” Kemp’s report read.

tied for the league lead and are all 
shooting for CIF playoff berths going 
into the weekend. 
“I’ve been nervous since Sunday,” 
stated Clifton. “I haven’t gotten much 
sleep either.” 
The other three coaches who will be 
sweating out this week include Esper 
Keiser.of Claremont, Jim Rawls of 
Chino and Bob Holycross of Upland. 
“ It’s really amazing how things have 
turned out,” commented Keiser, who 
coached the Wolfpack to the SAL 
championship last year.

hurt a passing team as much as a run­ 
ning team.” 
Clifton indicated that the only way 
Pomona can contain Upland is to stop 
the fullback trap play.

When Thursday night is over, then 
two more teams swing into action Fri­ 
day evening. 
Out of the two games, the C l a r e - 
mont-Ganesha contest should be the 
most interesting. The defending SAL

NEW YORK (UPI) - “There are 
lots ot things I can do in the game that 
I haven’t done.” 
An aging star, perhaps? A retiring 
veteran, maybe? No. just the small- 
boy enthusiasm of 27-year-old Reggie 
Jackson, selected unanimously Tues­ 
day as the American League’s Most 
Valuable Player this year, and think­ 
ing he still has more to do to prove 
himself. 
Jackson, only the seventh player in 
the 43-year history of MVP awards to 
win without a dissenting vote, led the 
American League with 32 homers and 
117 runs batted in this year and batted 
.293. He previously was named MVP ot 
the Oakland A’s second straight World 
Series victory as well. 
But. Jackson said, he still has plenty 
to do. and he enumerated some of his 
goals: 
‘I have not hit .300 yet,” he told a 
news conference in Oakland. “ I have 
not hit 50 home runs. I have not stolen 
40 bases. 1 have not won two MVP’s. 
And I have not been on three world 
championship teams." 
“ . . . Until I do them, I will be short­ 
changing myself, the fans, the owners, 
the team and everybody else," Jackson 
added. “ I would like to be the best. 
Whether I can or not remains to be 
seen." 
Named first on every ballot cast by 
a 24-man committee — two in each AL 
city —of the Baseball Writers Associa­ 
tion of America. Jackson polled 336 
points to easily outdistance runnerup 
Jim Palmer of the Baltimore Orioles. 
His selection also capped a come­ 
back of sorts for Jackson, who was for­ 
ced to miss the 1972 World Series when 
he injured his leg stealing home with 
the decisive run in the final game of 
the playoffs. Because of that, he was 
so intent on playing this year he 
shrugged off a crackpot death threat 
and played in the Series under the con­ 
stant watch of a bodyguard. 
Palmer, 
the 
league’s 
Cy 
Young 
Award winner as the top pitcher after 
four successive 20-viciorv seasons, drew 
11 second-place votes and 172 points 
while centerfielder Amos Otis of Kan­ 
sas City, a .300 hitter, had 112. 
Rod Carew of Minnesota, who won 
his third batting title this year with a 
,350 average, Detroit reliever John Hil­ 
ler and Oakland third baseman Sal 
Bando each had 83 points. 


The previous unanimous selections 
were Denny McLain of Detroit (1968), 
Orlando Cepeda, St. Louis —the only 
unanimous winner ever in the NL 
—(1967). Frank Robinson, Baltimore 
(1966i, Mickey Mantle, New York Yan­ 
kees (1956), A! Rosen, Cleveland (1953) 
and Hank Greenberg. Detroit (1935). 
A six-year veteran, Jackson is ap­ 
proaching the $100,000 salary level but 
refused to say if that’s what he would 
ask of owner Charlie Finley for 1974. 
Jackson has been an outspoken critic 
ot Finley’s, particularly when the A’s 
owner created *uch a ruckus with his 
off*the-field antics at the World Series.

ONTARIO — A little local flavor will 
be added to the spicy fourth annual Su­ 
pernationals this weekend at Ontario 
Motor Speedway. 
Steve Wiencek of Claremont 
has 
teamed with veteran engine builder 
and National Hot Rod Association re­ 
cord holder Gene Adams to field the 
“Adams and Wiencek" Funny Car to 
be run in the new Pro-competition !i- 
minator category. 
“The Pro-Comp idea is really good.” 
praised the 24-year-old Claremont resi­ 
dent. “ But we'll have a disadvantage 
with the weight.” 
The car which Wiencek will be driv­ 
ing at the Supernationals this weekesd 
and the Wintemationals at the Pomona 
Fairgrounds next February' is a 1973 
Plymouth 
Satellite 
bodied 
Injected 
Funny Car. 
The Plymouth features a 1200 hor­ 
sepower fuel-injected Chrysler engine 
and B&J two-speed transmission. Dur­ 
ing the past summer the car estab­ 
lished new track records at events in 
Irwindale, Yakima, Wash., and Boise, 
Idaho. The car, w'hile still only several 
months old, has been very competitive 
having traveled the quarter mile in 
7.27 seconds, well over the 188 mile per 
hour barriers. The existing NHRA na­ 
tional record is 7.45 second-., 183.29 
miles per hour. 
Wiencek has been involved in racing 


¡’or tour years, but this is the first year 
the Plymouth has been competing and 
also the first year the Claremont dri­ 
ver has competed professionally. 
“For four years, 
I 
was driving 
around in a Corvette,” commented 
Wiencek. “ But it got to the point where 
I just couldn’t drive it around any 
more, so I went into racing. 
"Last year racing was a very expen­ 
sive hobby,” he added. “ I’m making 
more like a business this year. Right 
now we’re going at it seriously. We try’ 
to run the car two times a month plus 
the match point races and national 
events. More than two times a month 


is a full-time job. and less than twice a 
month wouldn’t provide enough money. 
“We’ve been doing well enough to 
pay the bills,” inserted the local com- 
netitor. “but we re not making much of 
a profit. We won about $800 in Boise, 
but when everything was paid off we 
only came away with about $100. The 
nitro for the car has been really expen­ 
sive. It runs about six dollars a gallon 
and we use up about three gallons a 
run.” 
Wiencek and Adams have limited 
their travel to mostly the west coast, 
but they’re planning to hit all the ma­ 
jor events next year. 


“Last year it wasn't worth racing in 
the national events," Wiencek pointed 
out. “We didn’t have much of a chance 
with the handicap races. This new deal 
with the Pro-Comp I hope will be a 
savior. There wasn't any money in the 
Competition Eliminator class."

police on Sunday,” Jenkins 
said, “ and they didn’t do any­ 
thing. I gave the same infor- 
matimn to other police on 
Monday, and they didn’t do 
anything. When we got down 
there to check it out, it took 
all of five minutes to find the 
car,” 
It was in a farmhouse garage 
next to an airstrip. The doors 
and body panels had been re­ 
moved. apparently to facili­ 
tate the work of removing the 
engine and drive line compo­ 
nents. 
Jenkins estimates his loss 
at about $11,000, plus about 
$18,000 in lost winnings and 
appearance 
fees. 
It 
could 
have been $60,000 easily ex­ 
cept for the recoveries. He 
can afford it, of course, since 
for the second year in a row 
he has earned $250,000 in drag 
racing, and the loss 
fortu­ 
nately, was covered by insur­ 
ance. 


But what of the missitr* 
engine? 
“ I know where it is right 
now,” Jenkins said. ‘‘It’s in 
Houston. It was transferred 
four times. It had to cost the 
guy who has it $5,000.” 
Jenkins has had to 
sift 
throueh about 50 tips, includ­ 
ing crank calls and what he 
calls “ attempts at extortion.” 
One person wanted to finger 
the party with the engine for 
$5,000. 
The 
intriguing 
aspect 
is 
that 
the 
thieves 
in effect 
threw away the most valuable 
part of the race car. Jenkins’ 
c a r e f u l l y developed tube 
frame chassis was intact. 
It will be on the line for the 
final time this year at the 
NHRA Supernationals at On­ 
tario this Sunday.

The Danes take pride in 
their open-faced sandwiches, 
and it is much in evidence on 
t h e i r smorresbrod tables. 
Starting with breads ranging

brown and ending with a 
spectacular topping, the only 
rule for these sandwiches is 
“ Anything goes! ” 
Ho me economists offer 
these suggestions so that you 
may duplicate the fancy Dan­ 
ish smorresbrod sandwiches. 
SEASONED 
BUTTERS, 
used on breads before the fil­ 
ling and topping go on, can 
be prepared in advance, and 
refrigerated for use. In % cup

To complete your smorres­ 
brod, and make it authentic, 
serve cold mugs of beer and 
small glasses of aquavit, the 
“ snaps” that helps to brighr 
ten the long dark Scandina­ 
vian holiday season.

DANISH SMORRESBROD 


This is the year 
to break tradition 


Brussels sprouts and orange 
salad makes a good substitute 
for a hot vegetable at holiday 
meals. It’s light in flavor and 
lower in calories than sauced 
vegetables. 
Grate 1 teaspoon peel from 
a navel orange. Juice the 
orange, and reserve 3 tables­ 
poons of Juice for dressing.

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Poor farm incentives equal Asian f o o d shortages

—Hall a dozen experts testi­ 
fied on potential worldwide 
food shortages at a Senate 
hearing recently, and could 
not agree among themselves 
w hether a real crisis is com­ 
ing. 
That was no surprise. 
What was astonishing, how­ 
ever, to a correspondent who 
spent most of the past decade 
in Asia, is that none of the 
experts seemed aware of the 
real 
source of 
Asian 
food 
shortages—poor incentives for 
farm ers to grow more. 
The experts included two 
senior State Department offi­ 
cials and a deputy assistant 
S e c r e t a r y of Agriculture. 
Three academ ics testified as 
well — among them Lester 
Brown, author of a 1969 book 
called “ Seeds of Change” and 
the man who popularized the 
term 
“The 
Green 
Revolu­ 
tion.” 
T h e 
administration 
wit­ 
nesses tried to shrug off the 
notion that a worldwide food 
crisis is shaping up anytime 
soon, although they conceded 
that there could be severe 
local shortages in Bangladesh 
and the Shel region of Africa. 
Disagreements 
H ie position was best sum­ 
marized by Richard E. Bell 
of the 
Agriculture 
Depart­ 
ment, who said current short­ 
ages stemmed from bad weath­ 
er and other natural factors 
and added, “ It is our feeling 


that the world is resuming 
the long-term upward trend in 
agricultural production.” 
Bell s a i d 
bumper U. S. 
crops will be supplemented 
by better than expected har­ 
vests in Canada and Aust­ 
ralia. Grain production on the 
Indian subcontinent also will 
be up because of a normal 
monsoon 
after 
last 
year’s 
drought, although part of Pa­ 
kistan’s crops were destroyed 
by floods. 
Brown and the other aca­ 
demics disagreed. Even short 
term gains expected in the 
United States from the culti­ 
vation of more land could be 
canceled by current fertilizer 
shortages that Brown said the 
administration is doing noth­ 
ing about. 
And in the long run, Brown 
said, several factors are con­ 
tributing to a potentially criti­ 
cal 
food 
shortage in 
poor 
countries. 
Cattle vs people 
—Rising incomes in the de- 
v e 10 p e d world cause in­ 
creased grain demands out of 
proportion 
to 
populations. 
People eat more m eat as they 
get wealthier, and food for li­ 
vestock takes up grain that 
would be directly consumed 
in poor countries. 
—The world is running out 
of new land to cultivate, and 
in many countries 
land 
is 
going out of production quite 
rapidly as cities expand. 
—Fresh water for agricul­ 
tural use is becoming scar­ 


cer, 
and 
most rivers 
that 
form convenient sources for it 
already have been tapped. 
—The use of fertilizers and 
technology to increase 
per 
acre yields may be reaching 
a point of diminishing re­ 
turns, where it costs more to 
increase production than the 
added produce is worth. 
—The seas 
already 
may 
have been overfished. World 
fish production actually has 
been declining since 1970 des­ 
pite the fact that more time 
and money are being invested 
in boats and equipment. 
Reserve system 
Brown 
endorsed 
a 
'world 
food reserve system that will 
be considered at a U.N. Food 
and Agriculture Organization 
meeting in Rome this fall, as 
a way of preventing any na­ 
tion from enduring famine. 
Like other experts, he also 
pointed to the need to vastly 
intensify farm yields in the 
underdeveloped 
world 
— 
where most of the underfed 
people are —as the only real­ 
istic long-term solution to the 
problem. 
If Indian fields merely pro­ 
duced as well as American 
acreage, he said, India would 
grow 230 million tons of grain 
a year instead of 100 million. 
If the paddies of Bangla­ 
desh were farmed as intense­ 
ly as those of Japan, rice pro­ 
duction would be 40 million 
tons a year instead of 10 mil­ 
lion. 
But while Brown mentioned 


the issue of incentives for the 
farm ers, he seemed to feel • 
that the main needs were 
technical. The farmers should 
have “effective access to agr­ 
icultural inputs as well as 
health and education serv­ 
ices,” he said. 
More and better 
In laym an’s language, that 
means better seeds, more wa­ 
ter, more fertilizer, more in- 
sectivides and more mechani­ 
zation. 
What this point of view ig­ 
nores, however, is that most 
of those things already are 
available to farmers in South 
Asia—but they do not have 
the money to buy them. That 
they do not is because, in 
most cases, South Asian gov­ 
ernments and societies hold 
farm ers in low esteem and do 


things that artificially hold 
down the returns farmers can 
get for their crops. 
Thailand is a classic ex­ 
ample. An export tax on rice 
holds the price well below the 


world market, at a level that 
prevents many small farmers 
from buying fertilizer. 
India is another. There, lan­ 
dlords raised the rents on 
their fields when the so-called 


“miracle” grains, on which 
“The Green Revolution” was 
supposed to be based, became 
available in the 1960s. 
Even 
in 
South 
Vietnam, 
where the United States work- 


ed for years to raise prices to 
woo farmers from the Viet 
Cong, the government now is 
trying to force the 
prices 
down again because it tears 
unrest in the cities.

Yes. The giving of the bride 
by her father or mother is 
certainly optional, and actual­ 
ly has been so interpreted in 
recent years, even in 
the 
Episcopal Book of Common 
Prayer. The giving of the 
bride is a Teutonic custom 
that did not come into the 
church until the 13th century. 
Jt was. of course, derived 
trom the idea that the bride 
was chattel. I can understand 
why 
modern 
brides 
might 
wish to omit the phrase. The 
only real requirement in the j 
marriage 
ceremony 
is the 
presence of adult witnesses to 
comply with the law. And i 
while the Book of Common j 
Prayer is used by the Epis- • 
copal Church, it is also used 
in some others, particularly \ 
the marriage ceremony.

DEAR NAN: The enclosed 
recipe 
makes

According to a handy little 
p a p e r b a c k copy of “ The 
Brand Name Calorie Coun­ 
ter” 
(Dell 
Publishers, 
95 
cents), your brand of nonfat 
instant milk rates 82 calories 
per 8-ounce glass (reconsti­ 
tuted.) 
The brand I have lists 35 
per cent protein, less than 
1.25 per cent and 52 per cent 
lactose carbohydrates. 
One tablespoon of your non­ 
dairy creamer is 33 calories. 
Your brand name quick 
cocoa mix rates 221 calorics 
per 8-ounce glass (reconsti­ 
tuted.) 
It will be a good exercise in 
mathematics for your teena­ 
gers to figure the combination 
totaled in l-3rd cup of the 
mix. I am sure they will do a 
more accurate job than I 
could without a good deal of 
figuring. 
Be glad they are calorie 
conscious at their age. Too 
many teenagers are not, judg­ 
ing by the hefty size of some 
of them walking by my house, 
a thick frosted shake in one 
hand and a double cheesebur­ 
ger in the other.

DEAR NAN: Can you give 
me a recipe for those small 
egg rolls with various fil­ 
lings? We like pepperom and 
cheese. I would like to make 
my own but can’t find a rec­ 
ipe in any of my cookbooks. 
Mrs. Arthur G. Bowman. Ga­ 
bon, Ohio. 
Pepperoni and cheese is a 
far cry from the authenic Chi­ 
nese egg rolls 1 know, but you 
can have a try- at mixing 
your own filling by noting ing­ 
redients on the carton you 
have been buying. Sometimes 
those commercial rolls are 
more like Chinese giyozas 
where the casing is merely a 
mixture of flour and water, 
filled and deep fried. 
For real egg roll skins sift 
together l-l-3rd cups flour 
2-3rds cup cornstarch and Vi 
teaspoon salt. Blend together 
cups water and 2 unbea­ 
ten eggs with a fork. Gradu­ 
ally add to the dry mixture 
with a spoon or rotary beater. 
Reserve about l-3rd cup bat­ 
ter for sealing the rolls — 
this important. 
Lightly brush a 7-8 inch 
skillet with oil. Pour about 2 
tablespoons batter in all at 
once, holding pan at a slight 
angle. 
lip quickly in all directions 
to make a thin 7-inch pancake 
or crepe. Cook over medium 
teat until mixture looks dry 
around the edges, about 1 
minute. Remove with a wide 
turner, place on platter or 
dry towels. Repeat with rest 
of baiter. You will have about 
24. No, the pancake is not 
cooked on the other side. It 
cooks the rest ot the way 
from its own beat. 
There are many fillings but 
here is one I like. In a large 
bowl combine 2 cups (each) 
finely chopped cooked pork 
and 
celery,

chopped shrimp or iobster, 
green onion and water chest­ 
nuts, Mix 1 tablespoon mono-

Mix well 
with rest of ingredients. 
Place a scant % cup filling 
toward bottom part of each 
pancake.

Brush edges with 
rei»erved batter; press gently 
w'lth finger* to seal securely. 


Fry in hot fat (360 degrees) 
until crisp and golden, about 
5-6 minutes. Turn only once. 
To freeze, wrrap individually 
in foil. 
Serve with hot 
mustard 
sauce (dry' mustard blended 
with water) or an apricot 
sauce combining 2 cups apr­ 
icot jam, 
cup chopped pi­ 
mento and 2 tablespoons vine­ 
gar. Bring to a boil, simmer 2 
minutes. Cool and serve.

Rock band starring 
in nutrition series 


NEW YORK (UP1) - A 
kids' rock band called Mulli­ 
gan Stew is going to be all 
over television, starting this 
fall, but don’t look for it in 
concert halls. 
The five-member band was 
organized to star in a six-part 
television series on nutrition. 
The 30-minute programs are 
part of the expanded food and 
nutrition program of the Na­ 
tional 4-H Service Committee, 
which produced them in coop­ 
eration with the Federal Ex­ 
tension Service, USDA, and 
the State Extension Services 
of the land grant universities. 
The series has been shown 
on 60 to 70 educational and 
commercial stations since its 
debut last fall and it is ex­ 
pected to be even more wide­ 
ly aired during the 1973-74 
school year. But public reac­ 
tion so far has been scat­ 
tered, says Eleanor Wilson, 
National 4-H coordinator. 
“ It’s almost too early to 
say whether it’s effective,” 
she said in a telephone inter­ 
view from Chicago. Miss Wil­ 
son also was executive produ­ 
cer and technical advisor for 
the series. 
She said a professional sur­ 
vey will be mate to evaluate 
results, but that some parents 
already have said their chil- 
I dren talk about what they’ve 
learned and actually ask for 
green vegetables! 
T h i s astonishing request 
can be credited to hard-sell 
television commercial tech­ 
niques combined with those of 
Mission Impossible, Sesame 
Street and the Electric Com­ 
pany. 
Each point about good nut­ 
rition — including the impor­ 
tance of eating a wide variety 
of foods from four different 
food groups — is hammered 
home over and over again in 
each program by five chil­ 
dren representing four dis­ 
tinct ethnic grups — Cauca­ 
sian, 
Hispanic, 
black 
and 
oriental. 
On one show, the borne eco­ 
nomist of the Manufacturing 
Chemists 
Association 
talks 
about the role of and the need 
for additives in some food. 
“ Vitamin D is an additive 
in milk.’’ she says, 
“and 
some additives are put there 
just to make your food taste 
good.” 
Miss Wilson said that this 
sequence had been criticized 
by some people. 


But she added: “The point 
we’re trying to make is that 
you can’t do without addi­ 
tives. The cost would be pro­ 
hibitive if you had to rely 
solely on natural foods.” 
For the young 
The programs are designed 
to appeal to nine to 12-year- 
olds — fourth through sixth 
graders — particularly among 
k>w-income urbanites. 
Miss 
WilSon said a significant num­ 
ber of children as young as 
five years have been watch­ 
ing the shows. 
“ We find teen-agers are 
very interested,” she said. 
“The older teens help organ­ 
ize viewing groups and work 
with younger boys and girls.” 
When schools open, some 
are expected to use the series 
in their regular curriculum, 
during classes. 
Among the Shows they'll 
see is one in which the Mulli­ 
gans — three boys and two 
girls — work with a grown-up 
pal, Wilbur Dooright, to wake 
up a town that’s sleeping be­ 
cause everybody's tired out 
from malnutrition. 
In another show, Wilbur 
helps Mulligan foil the Flim 
Flam man who’s trying to 
sell the band fad diets and 
.food pills. In still another, the 
kids plan, shop for and pre­ 
pare dinner for a world popu­ 
lation. 
A dozen rock songs ranging 
from 
"Good Nutrition” 
to 
“ Goulash, 
Garbanza 
Beans 
and Guacamole” are played 
and sung in the shows and on 
records that are part of the 
supplementary materials pro­ 
vided for groups that sign up 
to watch the series. 
The supplements also in­ 
clude sheet music for the 
songs, a comic book, several 
recipes m rebus form and a 
guidebook for teachers, lea­ 
ders and aides. 
But in the end, the most ef­ 
fective salesmen and women 
for good nutrition tire apt to 
be the five engaging young 
people — Larry Friedman, 
Steve Embender, 
Benjamin 
Sands, Sherry Wright and Li- 
On Hahm — and their side­ 
kick, Wilbur, played by the 
only full-time professional in 
the cast. 
He’s Barry Michfin, an ac­ 
tor currently appearing in 
television commercials and a 
New York cabaret theater 
production, “ What’s a Nice 
Country* Like You Doing in a 
State Like This?” 


Vegetable and fruit 
shortages predicted 


WASHINGTON, 
D.C. 
- 
( N E A ) — Bargain-hungry 
shoppers are gobbling the na­ 
tion into a processed foods 
shortage 
that could cause 
such staples as canned apple­ 
sauce and frozen peas to dis­ 
appear from the supermarket 
by next spring. 
Other processed foods in 
perilously short supply: can­ 
ned 
beets, 
carrots, 
green 
b e a n s , tomatoes, peaches, 
cherries and canned and fro­ 
zen corn. 
The Administration’s price 
controls program, responsible 
for shortages in many otter 
sectors of the economy, is 
only partly to blame for this 
one, according to processors 
and retailers. Indeed, the con­ 
trols seem only to have ag­ 
gravated an already tight si­ 
tuation caused by a genera! 
t r e n d toward convenience 
foods and a poor crop year. 
The real pinch began last 
year when floods in the east­ 
ern part of the nation wiped 
out a substantial part of the 
fruit and vegetable crop and 
production dropped sharply. 
D u r i n g last summer’s 
Freeze 
II, 
processed 
food 
prices were held down while 
I those for fresh fruits and 
| vegetables were allowed to 
fluctuate wildly. The uncer- 
1 tainty of fresh produce prices 
and a general desire to hoard 
i food drove many consumers 
from the vegetable bins to the 
canned and frozen food sec­ 
tions of their grocery stores. 
In addition, the meat short­ 
age 
caused 
housewives 
to 
pour increasing amounts of 
p r e p a r e d vegetables into 
i stews and casseroles in an ef* 
| fort to stretch food budgets. 
The crops are 
generally 
| packed only once a year ami 
products that run out won’t 
i appear in the supermarket 
i again until the fall. The past 
summer’s heavy buying left 
canners and freezers with re 
cord low carryover supplies, 
meaning there is almost no 
reserve to draw on in a pro­ 
duction year one canner de­ 
scribes as a “ general dis­ 
aster.” 
The New York state and 


West Virginia apple crops 
were hit by a freeze at blos­ 
soming time that also took a 
toll of the cherry crops in 
those 
areas. 
The 
Midwest 
apple crop was also cut by 
bad weather and growers es­ 
timate the canning crop may 
be only half of last year’s. 
Similar natural 
disasters 
befell the pea, sweet corn and 
tomato crops — all of which 
were already in short supply. 
Edward Brown, chairman 
of the board of Michigan 
Fruit Canners, states flatly, 
“ We won’t be able to meet 
demand this year. By late 
spring or early summer there 
will be quite a pinch in apple 
products.” 
Michigan 
Fruit, 
which makes Rustic and Dol- 
ley Madison brand products, 
also anticipates shortages hi 
its supplies of cherries, green 
beans and peas. 
When shoppers see canned 
food stocks dwindling, they 
traditionally turn to frozen 
foods and this is expected to 
wipe out the supply of frozen 
peas well before next year’s 
packing season. 
F r o z e n 
pea 
supplies 
dropped to near zero this 
year, and processors, faced 
with another poor crop, are 
pessimistic. 
“ There 
is 
a 
shortage and it’s critical.” 
says an official of a major 
frozen foods distributor. 
According to a spokesman 
for Safeway Stores, the na- 
t i o n ’ s largest retail food 
chain, the switch to processed 
foods and the ensuing short­ 
age is the result of sample 
convenience and not the eco­ 
nomics of price controls. “ If 
pe opl e realty want fresh 
fruits and vegetables, they’ll 
pay the extra price,” 
he 
maintains. “ But the fact is 
that fewer and fewer people 
want 
to 
bother 
preparing 
them." 
Food retailers, aware of the 
current supply problem, ad­ 
mit there isn’t much they can 
do but offer shoppers alterna­ 
tives to goods in short supply. 
“ We can only try to guess 
what consumers will subcti 
tute,” the Safeway spokesman 
says. 
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'Interest Curriculum' awakens Hawaiian students 
Butter is a mainstay in the gourmet's kitchen 
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HONOLULU (UP1) -B ored 
students at Nanakuli Inter­ 
mediate School used to spend 
their days waiting for the 
clock to strike the dismissal 
hour. 
Absenteeism was high, in­ 
terest low and teachers were 
becoming desperate. 
B u t 
tw o 
years 
later, 
youngsters 
in 
the 
racially 
mixed, low income neighbor­ 
hood can’t wait to get to 
school for a day of comic 
books, word games, puzzles, 
rocketry, 
sports 
talk 
and 
music. 
Nanakuli Intermediate’s un­ 
usually 
extensive 
“Interest 
Curriculum” 
is 
aiming 
to 
keep the students —ranging in 
age from 12 to 15 —coming to 
school and learning through 
courses that are fun. 
Mrs. Hazel Tsukano, the 
teacher who has coordinated 
much of the program, said 
absenteeism has declined and 
youngsters 
are 
opting 
for 
courses once considered bor­ 
ing. 
“ Because of 
their 
back­ 
ground, these children need 
more motivation,” she said. 
“The old ways just weren’t 
working.” 
Instead of staring at tex- 
t b o o k s , delighted students 
who once dreaded school now 
use comic books to learn 
reading skills and stimulate 
an interest in literature. 
Other youngsters figure out 
crossword-puzzle games to de­ 
velop vocabulary and spelling 
»kills, while a class in lang­ 
uage is aided by a guitar. 
Math skills are improved 
with sports scores, field mea­ 
surements, batting averages, 
games and puzzles. Science 
classes are keyed to rocketry, 
and students in logic ponder 
over chess sets. 
“Traditionally students 
in 


the seventh and eighth grades 
have had very little chance 
for choice,” 
Mrs. Tsukano 
said. “But the Interest Cur­ 
riculum gives them the oppor­ 
tunity 
to 
pick 
their 
own 
courses.” 
The only stipulation on the 
selection 
is 
that 
students 
must choose at least one of­ 
fering in math and one in 
language arts, and the school 


has imposed a rule on the 
number of courses taken in 
any one area. The result is a 
curriculum basically composed 
of whatever courses intrigue 
the youngster. 
“ Since the Interest Curricu­ 
lum has filtered into every 
class,” Mrs. Tsukano said, 
“no matter what a student 
picks it’s bound to be fun.” 
“When you 
consider 
the 


purpose —to get kids to come 
to school and learn - i t is very 
successful,” she said. 
“It all started back in 1968 
when the entire faculty was 
asked to suggest ways to 
make education more inter­ 
esting and meaningful to our 
students,” she said. “We felt 
that the traditional courses 
weren’t getting through to 
that many youngsters.”______ 


Mrs. Tsukano admitted that 
the curriculum had a rough 
beginning because 
teachers 
didn’t realize at first how 
much of a work burden it 
would be in its first stages. 
“It’s a lot easier to stand 
up in front of a room and 
talk, than to try and think of 
ways to make the subject 
fun,” she said. “It’s been up 
to the teachers to devise 


methods of tying in the sub­ 
jects 
with 
enjoyable 
acti­ 
vities.” 
In order to get rid of the 
foreboding grades at the end 
of a term, the school adopted 
the designations, “ungraded 
honors, credits or no credits.” 
“We found it was hard to 
spark motivation when so­ 
meone was labelled a fail­ 
ure,” Mrs. Tsukano said. 


The 
Interest 
Curriculum, 
which is funded by the Model 
Cities 
Program, 
has 
had, 
s o m e 
unexpected 
results. 
Mrs. Tsukano said that “by 
giving students the chance to 
make decisions, they become 
used to coping with decision 
making and are more ma­ 
ture.” 
The problem of continuity 
has been practically elimi­ 


nated because the program 
h a s p r o d u c e d such en­ 
thusiasm among the teachers 
and 470 students that it is 
b e i n g expanded into the 
grammar and high school in 
the community. 
“Our youngsters are not in 
a pigeon hole,” Mrs. Tsukano 
said. “They have found learn­ 
ing to be a very dynamic

Three men, two of them wan­ 
ted cm rape charges, boarded 
an airliner, armed with pis­ 
tols, a rifle and a pocketful of 
grenades. 
With what had become a 
sickeningly repetitive drama, 
the gunmen commandeered 
the Southern Airways jetliner 
minutes 
after 
it 
left 
the 
ground at Birmingham, Ala., 
on Nov. 10 and demanded $10 
million, safe passage to Cuba 
and beer to drink. 
Twenty-nine hours later the 
confrontation was over. In the 
interim, the FBI shot out the 
plane’s tires, the co-pilot was 
shot in the shoulder and the 
pilot was forced to land at 
nine different cities over a 4,- 
000-mile route, finally making 
an emergency landing in Ha­ 
vana 
where 
the 
hijackers 
were arrested. 
That was a year ago. Since 
then, there has not been a 
successful hijacking of a U.S. 
plane —a far cry from the 
1968 to 1971 when the crime 
became only too common. In 
that period there was an av­ 
erage of 29 U.S. hijackings a 
year. 
Since 1931. there have been 
160 hijackings of U.S. airli­ 
ners. 
The hijackers ranged from 
mental 
patients 
and 
hen­ 
pecked husbands to would-be 
revolutionaries and a govern­ 
ment bureaucrat. 


The hijackers were some­ 
times shot and killed by po­ 
lice. Some were imprisoned in 
f o r e i g n jails. They were 
psychoanalyzed as immature, 
sexually inadequate and striv­ 
ing for recognition in a world 
which had ignored them. 
To stop them, sky marshals 
rode 
jetliners, 
and 
ticket 
agents using “psychological 
profiles” 
scanned 
travelers 
for signs of potential hija­ 
ckers. Little happened. Then 
came the Southern Airways 
hijacking, and the menace 
seemed to end. 
What happened? 
Government security agents 
agree that it is foolish to talk 
of the hijacking problem as 
solved.

ity system for airports. 
On Dec. 5, 1971, the Trans­ 
portation Department ordered 
airports to post 4,500 armed 
guards at major airports acr­ 
oss the nation. Passengers 
were ordered to undergo elec­ 


tronic 
screening to detect 
weapons, and carry-on lug­ 
gage was searched. 
Coupled with this was a 
change in attitude on the part 
of the Cuban government, 
long the favored destination 
of American hijackers. 
When the Southern Airways 
jetliner its tires blown out, 
skidded to a stop in a shower 
of sparks at Havana’s main 
airport, the pilot was told by 
Premier Fidel Castro that 
‘‘something would be done” 
about the problem. 
The “something” turned out 
to be an agreement between 
the United States and Cuba to 
prosecute hijackers, or return 
them for prosecution in their 
own country. The agreement 
made Cuba less inviting for 
American hijackers since it 
now offers them no hope of 
escape. 
The security system 
has 
had its costs: passengers ex­ 
perience some delays because 
of the airport searches and 59 
cents has been added to the 
price of an airline ticket to 
pay for the antihijack pro­ 
gram. 
Several major airlines have 
been fined 
for 
improperly 
screening passengers at air­ 
ports and thus increasing the 
threat of a hijacking. 
But the 
mast convincing 
proof that hijacking still is a 
problem is found in a set of 


statistics collected 
by 
tht 
FAA. 
So far this year, the secure 
ity guards at airports have 
s e i z e d 1,600 guns, 15,731 
knives and 20,037 items de­ 
scribed as “potentially dang­ 
erous.” 
Captain John J. O’Donnell, 
president of the 46,000-man 
Air Line Pilots Association, 
sums up the hijacking situa­ 
tion this way: 
“The threat still is a very 
real one.”

Soviets approve 


U.S. tax treaty 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The So­ 
viet Council of Ministers has 
approved a tax treaty with 
the United States that is in­ 
tended to help boost trade be­ 
tween the two countries, the 
Tass news agency reported. 
The treaty still has to be 
ratified by the presidium of 
the Supreme Soviet (parlia­ 
ment). It also requires ratifi­ 
cation by the U.S. Senate to 
take effect. 
The treaty was signed last 
summer during 
Communist 
Party General Secretary Leo­ 
nid I. Brezhnev’s visit to the 
United States. 
It provides for exemption 
from income taxes of various 
kinds of payments between 
the two countries in matters 
relating to trade. 
It 
also 
exempts shipping and aircraft 
operations, and provides indi 
vidual exemptions tor Ameri 
can and Soviet teachers, stu 
dents and newsmen working 
in each others country

A T L A N T I C CITY, N.J. 
(UPI) — An Oakland. Calif, 
study has raised the possi­ 
bility that those who partake 
of alcohol might have fewer 
heart attacks than teetotalers. 
Three scientists said in a 
weekend report to the Ameri­ 
can Heart Association that 
the results from a large, long­ 
term study of patients from 
the Kaiser-Permanent Medic­ 
al Care Program were “so­ 
mewhat confusing and not en­ 
tirely consistent” in regard to 
drinking and heart attacks. 
But they said, ‘‘There were 
more persons who said they 
were teetotalers among those 
who later developed myocar­ 
dial infarction (heart attacks) 
than among the risk factor 
matched control. 
“The explanation for the 
happy finding is not clear,* 
said Drs. Arthur L. Klatsky 
Gary D. Friedman and A. B. 
Siegelaub. 


In another report, two doc­ 
tors said the first mass blood 
pressure test carried out in a 
m a j o r metropolitan area, 
New Orleans, found that one 
out of every three persons 
checked had high blood pres­ 
sure. 
High blood pressure is a 
major cause of heart attack, 
stroke and heart disease —the 
primary killers in this nation. 
“If the New Orleans blood 
pressure screening program 
is representative of our popu­ 
lation, then 200,000 New Or­ 
leanians 
have 
high 
blood 
pressure and roughly 124,000 
are not yet aware of it,” the 
doctors said. 
Part of survey 
The California study of the 
relationship between drinking 
and heart attack was part of 
a survey to see if the use of 
tobacco, coffee, aspirin or al­ 
cohol was related to heart at­ 
tack. The researchers com­ 
pared 464 persons who had 
heart attack with two compu­ 


ter-selected groups that had 
not had heart ailments. 
The study found definite 
relationship between cigarette 
smoking and heart attacks 
w h i c h confirmed previous 
studies. No relationship, how­ 
ever, was found between cof­ 
fee drinking and heart at­ 
tacks and the 
researchers 
said the aspirin study was not 
statistically valid to reach 
any conclusions.

Philippines to 
seek own oil

MANILA (UPI) - President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos of the 
Philippines says his country 
ha a stepped up petroleum ex* 
ploration, and prospectors are 
confident of striking oil. 
W i t h the world energy 
crisis hitting both rich and 
poor nations and attention fo­ 
cusing on new oil sources, the j 
64-year-old Marcos held out ‘ 
the hope of his country’s 
being a possible oil producer 
in the future. 
In an interview with UPI 
President Roderick W. Bea­ 
ton. Marccs said $60 million 
worth of oil exploration is in 
progress in the Philippines. 
The prospectors include a 
consortium of Filipino and 
American firms led by Chev­ 
ron Overseas Petroleum and 
Texaco 
International 
Corp. 
which produce more than half 
of Indonesia’s crude oil out* 
: put. 
* 
They 
are 
certain 
that 
there is oil.” Marcos said. 
.• "Many of our drillers have 
hit oil, but they can’t say 
whether it’s commercial or 
not.** 
But even if commercial oil 
is found, it will be two years 
before his country can pro­ 
duce, 
he 
said, 
cautioning 
against instant relief. 
The Philippines was one of 
the first Asian 
nations 
to 
adopt drastic measures, in* 
e l u d i n g gasoline rationing, 
when the energy' crisis took 
hold. 
Since he 
assumed 
broad 
martial law powers last year 
Marcos has put major em­ 
phasis on economic reforms. 
So far he has succeeded in in­ 
jecting new life into the once 
dull Philippine stock market 
• a n d 
attracting 
increased 
foreign investment mto the 
country'. 
“!t has been a very af­ 
firmative economic indicator 
for the Philippines,” he said. 
; “As soon as I opened up the 
tree entry and the departure 
of foreign exchange and cur­ 
rency, they (investors) start­ 
ed coming in...they know* the 
ground rules are very clear.” 
Marcos said martial law in 
the Philippines was a tem­ 
porary measure w*hich would 
be lifted as soon as his re­ 
form program takes root 
Asked how soon this mighl 
be. he said, “This is a matter 
which I will not decide. I am 
going to submit 
it to the 
people and the people will de­ 
cide. If theyT decide to lift it 
Tomorrow, I will lift it.” 
He indicated during the in­ 
terview at the presidential 
Malacanang Palace that he 
might submit the question to 
i national referendum next 
vear.

OTTAWA (U P I)—Canada is 
the only western Industria­ 
lized country which produces 
as much oil as it consumes, 
but the Middle East crisis has 
brought home just how lar 
the country is from real self- 
sufficiency.

David E. Lofgren, an envi­ 
ronmental impact officer at 
the University of Utah, savs 


h e’s found a way to convert 
newspapers into “ logs” that 
burn cleanly 
and 
with 
as 
much heat as natural wood 
logs. 
After two years of experi­ 
menting, Lofgren says he’s 
overcome such problems as 
flying ashes, smoldering, and 
annoying popping noises. 
Lofaren’s method is to di­ 
vide the paper into sections 
and fold them in half (about 
a loot long and one-half inch 
t h i c k , ) 
He 
soaks 
them 
overnight in a solution of wa- 
ter and detergent, then rolls 
the wet papers around a one- 
inch rod and squeezes out the 
excess water, smoothing the 
edges. He slides the rolls off 
the rods and stands them up 
to dry. 
Lofgren says the average 
daily paper can produce two 
or three logs, while the larger 
Sunday editions will yield as 
many as seven. 
“ Not only are newspaper 
logs 
pound-for-pound 
about 
the same as wood as an ef­ 
ficient energy source,” said 
Lofgren, “ but what other fuel 
is delivered on your doorstep 
each day?”

Kissinger uses same 
style on China, Arabs

With a shaky start toward 
meaningful peace talks be­ 
hind him in the Middle East, 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger went to Peking to 
try to prevent the collapse of 
another peace effort in the 
Far East. 
In talks with Arab leaders, 
and particularly in the an­ 
nouncement of re n e w e d dipl­ 
omatic 
relations 
with 
the 
United Arab Republic, the in­ 
defatigable secretary of state 
was demonstrating his “ even 
handed” approach to a solu­ 
tion of Arab-lsraeli hostilities. 
In Peking, the effort was to 
demonstrate a similar ap­ 
proach to U.S. relations with 
Moscow and Peking. 
Under the Shanghai com­ 
munique cf Feb. 27, 1972 
summing up President Ni­ 
xon’s visit to China, both 
sides aTe bound to seek peace 
m the Asia-Pacific area and 
to seek solution 
of 
inter­ 
national disputes “ without re­ 
sort to the use of threat of 
force.” 
In U.S.-Chinese 
relations, 
the immediate flashpoint is 
Indochina where South Viet­ 
nam and Hanoi continue to 
jockey for possession of rice 
and 
key 
communication 
points, and Cambodia where 
the U.S. supported Lon No I 
government continues a pre­ 
carious existence against re­ 
bels whose titular spokesman 
is exiled former chief of state 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk. 
The Peking government 
supports Sihanouk. 
It would 
be 
Kissinger’s 
hope to enlist active Chinese 
aid in securing peace in both 
areas in exchange lor other 
things sought by Peking. 
Among the latter would be 
U.S. influence in persuading 
the Soviet Union against us­ 


ing its army divisions aligned 
along the Sino-Soviet border 
and to come to agreement on 
the areas of dispute along 
their 5,000-mile border. 
China 
has 
been 
making 
moves in the Arab world and 
in Africa. She therefore wan­ 
ted a report on Kissinger’s 
visit to Arab capitals. 
it was Kissinger’s first visit 
to Peking since Soviet party 
leader Leonid 1. Brezhnev’s 
visit to Washington last sum­ 
mer, 
and 
Peking 
wanted 
reassurance that no deal was 
reached at China’s possible 
disadvantage. 
The question of tull-scale 
diplomatic relations between 
China and the United States 
would seem to be one for the 
distant future, or at least un­ 
til the future of Nationalist 
China on Taiwan is resolved. 
The U.S. already is on record 
as believing it should be set­ 
tled peacefully between the 
(wo Chinas. 
But there were other mat­ 
ters to be discussed including 
the phenomenal rise in trade 
between the U.S. and China, 
now expected to come close 
to $900 million this year, and 
whether the United Sites is to 
extend favored nation treat­ 
ment to import ot Chinese 
goods.

Mass tests for 
blood pressure 
startles doctors 


ATLANTIC CITY. N. Jersey 
(U PI) —The first mass blood 
pressure tests carried out in a 
m a j o r metropolitan area, 
New Orleans, found that one 
out of every three persons 
checked was afflicted with 
high blood pressure. 
“ II the New Orleans blood 
pressure screening program 
is representative of our popu­ 
lation. then 200,000 New Or­ 
leanians 
have 
high 
blood 
pressure and rougjhly 124.000 
are not yet aware of it," two 
New Orleans doctors said. 
They also reported at the 
annual meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Heart Association that 
the two-day screening effort 
carried out last April showed 
as have earlier, more limited 
s u r v e y s , that males and 
blacks were most likely to 
have high blood pressure. 
High blood pressure is a 
major cause of heart attack 
stroke and kidney disease. 
Dr. Theodore Cooper, director 
of the National Heart and 
Lung Institute, said at a news 
conference that high blood 
p r e s s u r e “ is the largest 
chronic disease problem in 
this country at the present 
time.” 
One oi the major problems 
in treating the disease, doc­ 
tors say, Is that half of those 
who have high blood pressure 
are not aware of it This is 
because people can have the 
trouble and still feel well. 
The Incidence of high blood 
p r e s s u r e among people 
checked in New Orleans was 
higher than 
national 
esti­ 
mates which say about one 
out of every 10 Americans 
has the problem. 
Drs. Stanley B. Garbus and 
James L. Reynolds, who re­ 
ported the 
findings, 
noted 


their sample was not a ran­ 
dom or crosssection survey’ 
because the people tested res- ~ 
ponded to widespread public­ 
ity efforts to have their pro* 
sure checked at one of 43 spe­ 
cial testing centers. 
Dr. W.B. Kannei, head of • 
long-term study of heart ali­ 
ments in Framingham, Mass., 
said in an interview that New 
Orleans may have more cases 
of high blood pressure than 
other communities because it 
has a large black population. 
He also said that the tests 
were a “ casual sample” in 
that they checked blood pres­ 
sure only once when some 
people might be expected to 
be nervous and have higher 
than normal pressure. 
But Kannei said this was 
important because casual ele­ 
vation of blood pressure can 
lead to sustained high blood 
pressure. 
“ It means that this is a fel­ 
low 
who 
is 
destined 
for 
trouble," he said. “ It is not a 
trivial matter.” 
A total of 30,329 persons of 
all ages were screened in the 
New Orleans project, spon­ 
sored by the Louisiana Heart 
Association with the help ef 
the Ciba Pharmaceutical Co. 
A total of 8,102 persons—22 
per cent— were referred to 
t h e i r d o c t o r for more 
thorough tests and treatment 
if necessary. 
Of those referred to doc­ 
tors, 30.5 per cent were white 
and 36.7 per cent were bfftck. 
Although 33 per cent of the 
New Orleans population is 
black, only 25 per cent of 
those tested was black. Ger- 
bus and Reynolds said this 
may have been the result of 
inadequate publicity in minor­ 
ity areas.

American spies convicted and 
executed in 1953 (or disclosing 
A-bomb secrets, and Alger 
Hiss, the former government 
official accused of giving se­ 
crets to the ex-communist 
Whittaker Chambers. 
Another file that has been 
requested is that of the late 
Ezra Pound, the poet who 
was accused of treason but 
never tried. 
A first installment based on 
the 25.000-page Rosenberg file 
is being readied for deltvery, 
possibly next week, to Prof. 
Allen Weinstein, a historian 
at Smith Cot lege.

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'Business as usual’ 
Shock of tough N.Y. dope laws wearing away

N E W YORK (UPI) —While 
drug dealers are still excer- 
çising extreme caution, the 
initial shock of New York 
State’s tough new narcotics 
law appears to be wearing off 
and police and dealers alike 
r e p o r t 
business 
is 
busi­ 
ness—as usual. 
After a startling beginning 
• in which drug dealings and 
arrests plummeted 
for 
the 
first 
month 
following 
the 
> law's Sept. 1 effective date, 


arrests climbed rapidly up­ 
ward in October. At the same 
time, many dealers reported 
a brisk business despite the 
stiff new penalties that can 
result in a life prison term. 
“ At first, the impact was 
very* 
strong 
and 
narcotics 
traffic was very depressed.” 
said Lt; Daniel O’Aloane. of 
the police 
narcotics 
squad. 
"But the dealers are over 
their initial scare and 
the 
law’s imoact already is sub- 


siding.” 
He added that “the vision 
of a mass exodus of dealers 
from the state is incorrect.” 
On the other side of the 
fence, one Greenwich Village 
marijuna dealer said "some 
people were scared at first” 
but that "at this point busi­ 
ness is churning right along.” 
Another 
complained 
that 
the law was inflationary, as­ 
serting: ‘its effect has been 
m i n i m a l except to raise 


prices. The business is still 
being done, but the risk is 
higher so the prices are high­ 
er. It's really just an excuse 
to charge more.” 
A key feature of the law 
eliminates the 
time-honored 
practice of plea bargaining- 
making a deal to plead guilty 
to a lesser charge—and im­ 
poses mandatory prison terms 
front one year to life, depend­ 
in'? on the type and amount of 
drug. 


However, O’A loan said no 
changes have been made in 
the narcotics squad focus on 
major 
heroin 
and 
cocaine 
dealers, and added: "Certain­ 
ly. we have had no arrests of 
any significance so far for 
acid or pot. In fact, if we 
make an 
arirst for 
m ari­ 
juana. the boss wants to know 
why.” 
"Nevertheless, dealers are 
still excercising extreme cau­ 
tion,” he said. “ They won’t 


sell to anybody they’re not 
sure of. and sometimes they’ll 
Insist on making the actual 
transaction in New Jersey or 
Connecticut, lt seems doubtful 
that drug dealing will ever be 
as out in the open as it once 
was.” 
Frank Rogers, special state 
narcotics prosecutor, agreed 
with O’Aloan that the new 
law’s impact has tapered off 
and that few, if any, dealers 
have moved away. 
But Rogers said many deal­ 
ers of the "soldier of fortune 
variety wrho were excited by 
the 
thrill 
of 
dealing 
and 
smuggling” 
hate 
left 
the 
business. 
"Thev 
would 
risk 
their 


necks for a big profit, then 
get caught and beg us for a 
break, explaining that they 
were going to college 
and 
wanted 
to 
go 
on

school—or 
something

that,” he said. “Now they 
know they can’t get a break, 
so a lot of them have gotten 
out of drug dealing complete­ 
ly.” 
Rogers said it would take 
much longer for the law to 
get to the hard core pusher, 
but that the new' law aside, 
heroin is harder than ever to 
get, larselv because of feder­ 
al and international efforts to 
halt popnv production i:i Tur­ 
key and dismantle what he 
described os the "European 


distribution ring.” 
Rogers added it was stlU 
too early to tell the long ternf 
effects of the new law- on tha 
state’s 
back-logged 
courts* 
but that "at this point they’re 
pretty unjammed because 16 
newr judges were appointed in 
September to meet the law s 
initial influx.” 
"W hatever 
happens, 
the 
law’s full course is yet to be 
determined,” he said. “If it 
works, heroin 
pushers who 
were 
arrested 
again 
and 
again, only to be s$t free, will 
be kept off the streets. Soft 
drug dealers will be more 
guarded. And the revolving 
door arrests that clogged thf 
courts could come to an end.”

This land is 
your land...

Did you know that Uncle Sam has set aside 20 million acres 
0! public land — your taxes and mine, baby — for the exercise 
and training of what is known as “ the Armed Forces.” (What 
good would forces be if they weren’t armed, for pity’s sake?) 
England, that tripe little isle that once dominated the world 
from sea to shinging sea. has only 757.000 acres for its Tommys 
and swabbies to work out on. Bad show, wot? Yet the official 
Defence Land Committee has recommended to Parliament, 
which are in session, that 31.000 acres of this be turned back 
to the populace. The military' are naturally incensed; the con­ 
servationists think the figger is too low. 
Pause, gentle reader, to contemplate what vast areas of our 
country are held by Uncle Sam for the militaristic training of 
his pimple-face nephews in the arts of killing his fellow man. 
These are regions proscribed to the civilian, the driver of 
pickup, motor home and camper, off-limits to motorscooters, 
dune buggies and tote goats. Beautiful mountain regions, long 
stretches of beach, unsullied deserts — all locked into that 
inviolate bastion of “The military.” Now that there is peace 
on earth, good will toward men, maybe the time has come for 
the generals to shut up a few hundred thousand barracks, 
mess halls and NCO clubs and turn the land back to the 
rightful owners, like thee and me.

Airline is found guilty 
of sex discrimination 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge found Northwest 
Air Lines guilty Tuesday of 
practicing widespread sex dis- 
c r i m i n a t i o n in its flight 
crews. The ruling could mean 
retroactive pay hikes of up to 
$250 a month for approxi­ 
mately 1,100 Northwest ste­ 
wardesses. 
U.S. District Judge Aubrey 
E. Robinson ruled that the 
airline was in “willful viola­ 
tion” of federal equal pay and 
civil rights laws because it 
favored male pursers over fe­ 
male stewardesses in hiring, 
pay, promotions ana working 
conditions. 
“ Hie job of purser and the 
job 
of 
stewardess 
require 
equal skill, effort and res­ 
ponsibility and are periornied 
under similar working con­ 
ditions,” Robinson said in a 
61-page opinion. 
He said a judgment-against 


Northwest would be entered 
later, so it was not known im­ 
mediately’ how much money' 
might be involved. But an at­ 
torney who represented the 
stewardesses in their class 
action suit saifl each women 
could receive “as much as 
possibly $250 a month” in ret­ 
roactive pay, depending on 
seniority. 
“ This is a highly significant 
victory in terms of clearing 
up sex discrimination in the 
airline industry as a whole,” 
attorney Dennis D. Clark said 
in a telephone interview. 
The suit was filed by 40 
Northwest 
stewardesses 
in 
July, 1970. Since then, Clark 
said, about 1,100 more stewar­ 
desses joined in the case.

Mayor building better

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Nearly 900 million gallons of 
municipal and industrial was­ 
tewater is discharged daily 
into San Francisco Bay or tri­ 
butary streams, according to 
a recent federal survey. 
And the total volume of pol­ 
lutants 
discharged 
has 
in­ 
creased despite new and im­ 
proved municipal and indust­ 
rial 
waste-water 
treatment 
plants, the survey said. 
These 
findings 
are 
con­ 
tained in a recent U.S. Geolo­ 
gical Survey report of a two- 
year study on waste-water 
management in the San Fra- 
cisco Bay region. 
The report estimated 
the 
current discharge will more 
than double if present popula- 
t i o n projections 
are 
con­ 
firmed. 
New federal water pollution 
control 
regulations 
will 
go 
into effect within a year and 


are expected to clean the 
waste considerably. Yet, by 
design, the new measures will 
not slow down the rapidly In­ 
creasing bay 
discharge 
of 
waste-water, and a population 
expansion In the region will 
mean more and more waste. 
Municipal wasto-water dis­ 
charge into the bay or its tri­ 
butary system has increased 
dramatically in the past 10 
years. The Geological Survey 
said total daily discharge in­ 
creased from 436 million gal­ 
lons in early 1960s to 745 mil­ 
lion gallons in 1971. 
With the jump, the hazard 
to aquatic lite also increased. 
The survey calculated toxicity 
of wastewater rose 16 per cent 
over the same period. 
These figures indicate a di­ 
rect equation between urbani­ 
zation and water pollution. 
The home garbage disposal 
is a case in point. The survey 


singled out expanded use of 
home garbage disposals as a 
primary cause for toxicity in­ 
crease in untreated municipal 
waste-water. 
The use of phosphate-bear­ 
ing laundry detergents, the 
survey also noted, will not be 
drastically reduced, causing 
further phosphate pollution in 
municipal waste-water. 
Major 
municipal 
sewage 
outfalls generally are close to 
urbanized population centers 
peripheral to the bay. Was­ 
tewater discharged from San 
Francisco, Oakland, San Jose, 
lower Alameda County, and 
eastern San Mateo County ac­ 
counts for nearly 70 per cent 
of all such discharges in the 
region, according to the sur­ 
vey. 
In the case of industrial 
waste-water, discharge is al­ 
most exclusively concentrated 
in San Pablo a n d Suisun 


Bays, which are adjacent to 
San Francisco Bay. Statistics 
show 366 million gallons of in­ 
dustrial waste was discharged 
daily into these two bays in 
1969 while San Francisco Bay 
received only 18 million gal­ 
lons per day. 
The bulk of industrial was­ 
tewater comes from petro­ 
leum refining, chemicals, pa- 
leum refining, chemicals, a- 
per, food and fabricated met­ 
als. 
In addition the electrical 
power 
generation 
industry 
with its thermal discharge is 
quickly joining the ranks of 
water polluting industries the 
survey said. The bay region’s 
ever-expanding electrical en­ 
ergy need is expected to re­ 
sult in substantial increase in 
thermal discharge by the in­ 
dustry. 
All told, the California Wa­ 
ter Resources Control Board 


has predicted a 130 per cent 
increase in industrial was­ 
tewater discharge over the 
next 20 years within the bay 
region. 
Currently, there ate no uni­ 
form guidelines in effect to 
control both municipal and In­ 
d u s t r i a l waste-water dis­ 
charges which up to now have 
only been dealt with case by 
case. 
But the 1972 federal water 
protection control amendment 
is expected to change all that, 
called the National Pollutant 
Discharge 
Elimination 
Sys­ 
tem. the nation-wide unified 
plan will put all waste-water 
discharge under a permit sys­ 
tem. 
In California, the state will 
issue five-year permits for all 
polluting ’ discharges 
until 
1974. Also, any waste-water 
must first go through both 
primary and secondary treat- 


ments. before being discharg­ 
ed into public water. 
The new plan also obligates 
industries to improve their 
waste-water quality to the 
standard of the best treat­ 
ment 
shown 
by 
any 
dis­ 
charging firm in each cate­ 
gory of industry. 
A spokesma at the Water 
Control 
Board 
said 
these 
measures will result in “dras­ 
tic and dramatic’* quality Im­ 
provement of waste-water. 
The new control plan, how­ 
ever, is not designed to cur­ 
tail the actual waste flow into 
the bay system. Thus the ex­ 
pected continuous Increase in 
the total discharge may offset 
any quality improvement and 
may, in fact, increase bay pol­ 
lution at an alarming speed.

What was to have been the 
•'year of Europe” has gone 
up in 
the 
smoke 
of 
the 
Mideast battlefield. 
And what was to have been 
an imaginative new approach 
t o 
relations 
between 
the 
United States and its NATO 
allies has been recast into an 
urgently needed repair job 
just to restore things to the 
way they were. 
In Washington, Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger is 
quoted 
as 
being 
so 
“dis­ 
gusted” with the performance 
of the west European allies 
that he no longer cares what 
happens to NATO. 
And just to make sure the 
world understands that Kissi­ 
nger and other critics of the 
European response to U.S. ac­ 
tions in the Middle East were 
not speaking out of fits ol 


petulance, the State Depart- 
m e n t 
spokesman 
assures 
newsmen they were not made 
“lightly or casually.” 
Even more than the war In 
Vietnam, the fourth war be­ 
tween the Israelis and the 
Arabs is resulting in a global 
fallout whose effects may be 
felt for years. 
U.S. warships have entered 
the Indian ocean to challenge 
the Soviet Union. 
U.S. hopes of a vast, ex­ 
panded trade with the So\iets 
ha\e been laid aside, as have 
any immediate further moves 
toward U.S.-Soviet detente. 
NATO is under probably its 
greatest internal strain since 
its founding in 1949. 
Europe’s surrender to the 
Arab oil boycott 
not 
only 
demonstrated the decisive po­ 
wer wielded by the oil-produc­ 


ing states over world affairs 
but seemed likely also to sub­ 
ject the nine-nation European 
common market to its grea­ 
test test. 
When the hot words have 
been eliminated it is apparent 
that differences between the 
United 
States 
and 
Europe 
arise from differing views ot 
the Mideast emergency. 
The Europeans regarded it 
as a local quarrel from which 
they could stand aloof. The 
NATO accord, they said, did 
not extend to the Mideast. 
The U.S. regarded Russian 
support of the Arabs as a 
threat to the west, affecting 
the Europeans as much as 
the United States. 
Whatever 
the 
reasoning, 
Europe additionally felt deep 
resentment that the United 
States gave it no warning of 


the global alert to its armed 
forces and that, in fact, the 
Europeans had to learn of it 
first through news sources. 
In that way it resembled 
the stunned reaction of Japan 
to the surprise U.S. announce­ 
ment that 
President Nixon 
would visit mainland China. 
In that instance also wounds 
have been slow to heal. 
As a practical matter, Eu- 
r o p e a n neutrality in the 
Mideast seems to have assur­ 
ed Europeans of a continued 
flow of Mideastern oil upon 
which they are 80 per cent 
dependent both for physical 
comfort and for industry. 
Diplomatically 
they 
have 
served notice they cannot be­ 
come hostage to U.S. foreign 
policy. But they may not yet 
have escaped the ire of the 
Arabs.

For the other eight, fearful 
for their own economies, it 
will be tough decision.

The 3rd District Court of Ap­ 
peal said Monday it will rule 
within a week on whether the 
Reagan administration would 
be violating state law by im­ 
plementing a new 
welfare 
plan without legislative ap­ 
proval. 
T h e welfare controversy 
was one of the hottest issues 
of the 1973 legislature and af­ 
fects 500,000 aged, blind and 
disabled recipients. 
Welfare 
rights 
attorneys 
and Assemblyman John L. 
B u r t o n , D-San Francisco, 
asked the court to prevent the 
administration from bypass­ 
ing the legislature when the 
f e d e r a l government takes 
over management of the wel­ 
fare programs Jan. 1. 
Under the 
Reagan 
plan, 
recipients would 
receive 
a 


modest increase over the pre­ 
sent grant levels to about $221 
a month. But if the admin­ 
istration is forced to deal with 
the legislature, recipients pro­ 
bably would get an even bet­ 
ter deal, Burton argues. 
When 
agreement 
on 
the 
grant levels 
could 
not be 
reached between Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and the legislature, 
the administration announced 
it would carry out its plan 
through regulations instead of 
legislation. 
The first hearing on those 
regulations is scheduled in 
Los Angeles later this month. 
Burton said “by no stretch 
of the imagination” does the 
administration have the au­ 
thority to carry out its regula­ 
tions. He asked the court for 
a swift decision which could 
clear the way for a possible 


special session of the legisla­ 
ture before Jan. 1. 
“ If the slate government it­ 
self does not follow its laws 
and statutes, how can we ex­ 
pect ordinary citizens to fol­ 
low the law?” Burton told the 
court.

However, the federal meas­ 
ure (HR1) requires that the 
states appropriate any extra 
money to supplement welfare 
payments.

Fuel shortages could force a 
“significant” number of Cali­ 
fornia farmers to switch from 
perishable to grain crops this 
summer, resulting in soaring 
retail prices for such produce 
as tomatoes and lettuce, the 
state’s No. 2 agriculture offi­ 
cial said Tuesday. 
“California 
farmers 
are 
plugging the energy situation 
into their memory banks,” 
said Robert Hartzell. Deputy 
director of the state Depart­ 
ment of Food and Agricul­ 
ture. “They are tending to go 
to less perishable commo­ 
dities.” 
Hartzell said that because 
of the targe amounts of fuel 
needed to plant, care for. har­ 
vest and transport to market 
C a l i f o r n i a ’ s “specialty 
crops,” farmers were turning 
to others that 
need 
little 
fuel. 
Hartzell said such “bread 
and butter” specialty crops 
as tomatoes, lettuce, straw­ 
berries. melons and sugar- 
beets could be affected as far­ 
mers plant wheat, com, bar­ 
ley and other grains. 
A large part of California’s 
$6 billion yearly agriculture 
industry is made up of spe­ 
cialty crops and most of the 
nation’s supply rs grown in 
the state. 
"If the high 
prices 
for 
grains and cotton continue it 
will be a tremendous incen- 


tive to the farmer.” he said. 
“If this fuel problem, which 
is critical, has not eased 
there could 
he 
significant 
shifts away front specialty 
crops" that will carry down 
the line to the consumer with 
higher prices. 
Under mandatory 
federal 
allotments, farmers are al­ 
lowed the same amount of 
fuel that they used for the 
same month last year. How­ 
ever. litle fuel was used last 
fall because of heavy rams 
across the state, leaving far­ 
mers this year “hi a crunch,” 
he said 
The 
industry 
“squeaked” 
through this fall harvest with­ 
out anv major losses, but still 
faces critical spring plow­ 
ing. 
“Keep in mind we had a 
wet spring last year and low 
amounts of fuels,” Hartzell 
said. "We’re going to be in 
the same pickle we’re in to­ 
day.” 
Appearing 
at

Capitol 
news briefing with Hartzell 
was Wesley Bruer. newly ajv 
pointed state energy planning 
coordinator. 
Bruer said some environ­ 
mental controls would have to 
be eased if the state was to 
meet its energy needs. 
“I think we moved too far 
and too fast in some environ­ 
mental regulations,” 
Bruer 
said. “And in part, it’s why 
we re where we are.”
